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Approval of Minutes 
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1. Action : The minutes of the meeting of 5 July 1951 (IAC-M-34) 
were approved subject to the revision of the first sentence of para¬ 
graph h, to read, "The opinion was expressed by some that if in spite 
of Chinese Communists, UN Forces should approach the Manchurian border, 
the USSR would consider the situation very serious and might feel that 
they had no alternative but to intervene directly."

2. Action : It was agreed that G-2, using a JIC Committee, will 
suggest which sections should be released to SHAPE and will check this 
recommendation with State and CIA. G-2 will then transmit the mater¬ 
ial to SHAPE where it will receive a | classification.

ial and that it would continue to apply to additional sections as they 
are published.

3* Action : General Weckerllng's proposal contained in his memo¬ 
randum of 13 July 1951 was accepted. It was agreed to furnish the 
BJSM in Washington with a screened version of the Watch Committee 
Reports and supplements. A desire was expressed to receive more 
information from the British in return and particularly to get their 
prompt evaluation or further information with respect to important 
items in the Watch Committee Reports. It was agreed that there was 
no need for these arrangements to be approved by USCIB.

Coordination on Over-All Estinate 
of Soviet Capabilities 


5* General Smith mentioned a request which the NSC Staff was 
considering for the preparation of an over-all estimate on Soviet 
capabilities particularly with respect to a direct attack on the 
U. S. He pointed out that such an estimate would require a Joint 
effort between the intelligence agencies and the planners or oper¬ 
ators. It was agreed, however, that a pure intelligence estimate 
should be prepared as a point of departure and Dr. Langer was directed 
to take whatever steps are appropriate prior to receipt of the NSC 
request.

6. Action : Hr. Reber was directed to arrange a meeting of the 
IAC deputies to agree on a list of covert requirements in order of 
priority, concentrating on specific targets in each of the various 
areas. it was agreed that the resources and capabilities of the 
covert collectors must be taken into consideration in arriving at 
these priority requirements. It was pointed out that Once the 
requirements and priorities had been stated the allocation of 
resources is entirely a CIA responsibility.

8. Action : No decision was reached but the members were asked 
to advise General Smith of their views at the next meeting. 

9. Discussion : General Smith stated that CIA was not seeking 
the responsibility for coordination of intelligence activities in 
Germany but that he is willing to have General Truscott do the job 
if he is requested to do so. He pointed out that the IAC can only 
recommend since the final decision under NSCID No. 2 rests with 
High Commissioner McCloy or his successor.

10. Action : After considerable discussion the estimate was 
returned to the drafting committee with instructions to try to 
narrow the area of disagreement. 
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
